(H ouston P ost) 
The wom en of H ouston and Harris 
counties should not assum e that be­ 
cause they w ere exem pted from pay­ 
ing the poll tax last year, they do 
not have to make the paym ent this 
year. 
On the other hand, not only 
are they under obligation to pay the 
tax as a prerequisite to voting this 
year, but the tax is assessed against 
every woman in the county who is 
over 21 years of age and under 60, 
unless it is paid it stands as a debt 
against any property a woman may 
have. 
The poll tax paym ent is not op­ 
tional, therefore, but obligatory up­ 
on all those w ithin the ages prescrib­ 
ed by the law. 
If it is not paid, the 
right to vote is withdraw n, w hile the 
tax still stands, 
and 
her property 
stands as security. 
This is the latest 
interpretation of the way the poll tax 
law of T exas operates, according to 
the state and county officials. 
R eports from the tax collector’s 
office indicate that very few women 
have paid their poll taxes as yet, and 
of the number paying, the m ajority 
are negro women. 
There is urgent 
need for the w hite wom en of this 
county to be aroused to their respon- 
siblity and obligation. 
Particularly, should the women of 
the city m eet this obligation and qual­ 
ify to vote in the copiing m unicipal 
prim ary. 
W omen have 
been 
evi­ 
dencing a grow ing interest in m unici­ 
pal affairs, as w ell they should. N o­ 
w here else in governm ent can their 
influence be of m ore practical help 
than in the city governm ent. 
There 
ought to be as large an expression as 
possible from the women voters of 
the city in the com ing election, when 
the officials who are to keep house 
for Houston during the 
next 
tw o 
years are selected. 
P aying the poll tax is thus an ob­ 
ligation and an opportunity to the 
women of H ouston, and they should 
prepare im m ediately to discharge the 
one and to take advantage of the 
other.

He w as afraid it was 
cholera and called in Dr. Zedlitz, 
the 
Rockdale veterinarian, who gave it as 
his opinion that it w as indeed cholera. 
Mr. B anzhaf im m ediately sent to Col­ 
lege Station and had Dr. A. V. Scott, 
of A. & M, College to com e over. Dr. 
Scott inspected the hogs M onday and 
found w ell developed cases 
of 
hog 
cholera, 
and 
im m ediately 
advised 
quarantine and vaccination. 
The hogs 
belonged to W. H. D ay, 
who 
lives 
about four m iles south of 
Cameron, 
and of the 9 0 head in the herd Dr. 
Scott estim ated that fu lly 80 w ere in- 
fccted. 
Dr. D ay had Dr. Scott order 
cut the vaccine at once, and the treat­ 
m ent is being adm inistered this week 
by Mr. B anzhaf and Dr. Zedlitz. 
In conversation w ith the Reporter 
editor Dr. Scott stated that in order 
to prevent a spread of the disease it 
would be necessary for all the hog 
owners anyw here in the neighborhood 
of the D ay place to im m ediately put 
up their hogs and not allow them to 
run at large.

Seniors w ill continue to receive com ­ 
m utation of rations at the rate of 
fifty-th ree cents a day until gradua­ 
tion, 
J uniors w ill receive the sam e 
until they enter an adv'anced R. O. T. 
C sum m er train ing cam p about the 
middle of J une, w hen they w ill be fed 
in cantonm ent b y the governm ent and 
paid at the rate 
$30 per month. 
They w ill also be allow ed transporta­ 
tion to and from the sum m er camp at 
the rate of five cents a m ile. A seper- 
ate cam p is m entioned for each branch 
of the service in different parts of 
the U nited States. 
It is held for six 
w eeks and every student takin g 
the 
advanced course m ust attend the sum - 
n.er follow ing the com pletion of his 
junior work. 
From the tim e the sum ­ 
mer cam p breaks up until the cadet 
com pletes his senior year he receives 
com m utation for rations at the rate of 
fifty-th ree cents a day. 
Besides the 
allow ance for rations each cadet in 
A. & M. College receives com m utation 
for uniform at the rate of $36 a year. 
Freshm en and sophom ores tak in g the 
basic course of the R. O. T. C. receive 
the sam e uniform allow ance but are 
paid no com m utation for rations.

(H ouston Post) 
The women of Houston and H arris 
counties should not assum e th a t be­ 
cause they were exem pted from pay 
ing the poll tax last year, they do 
not have to m ake the paym ent this 
year. 
On the other hand, not only 
are they under obligation to pay the 
tax as a prerequisite to voting this 
year, but the tax is assessed against 
every woman in the county who is 
over 21 years of age and under 60, 
unless it is paid it stands as a debt 
against any property a woman may 
have. 
The poll tax paym ent is not op­ 
tional, therefore, but obligatory up­ 
on all those w ithin the ages prescrib­ 
ed by the law. 
If it is not paid, the 
rig h t to vote is w ithdraw n, while the 
tax still stands, 
and 
her property 
stands as security. 
This is the latest 
interpretation of the way the poll tax 
law o f Texas operates, according to 
the state and county officials. 
R eports from the tax collector’s 
office indicate th a t very few women 
have paid their poll taxes as yet, and 
of the num ber paying, the m ajority 
are negro women. 
There is urgent 
need fo r the w hite women of this 
county to be aroused to their respon­ 
s i b l y and obligation. 
Particularly, should the women of 
the city m eet this obligation and qual­ 
ify to vote in the coming municipal 
prim ary. 
Women have 
been 
evi­ 
dencing a grow ing interest in m unici­ 
pal affairs, as well they should. No­ 
w here else in governm ent can their 
influence be of m ore practical help 
th an in the city governm ent. 
There 
ought to be as large an expression as 
possible from the women voters of 
the city in the coming election, when 
the officials who are to keep house 
fo r H ouston during the 
next 
two 
years are selected. 
P aying the poll tax is thus an ob­ 
ligation and an opportunity to the 
women of Houston, and they should 
prepare im m ediately to discharge the 
one and to take advantage of the 
other.
